The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 4969) for the relief of Susa Yukiko Thomason, having considered 
the same, reports favorably thereon without amendment and recom- 
mends that the bill do pass 


PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to grant a waiver of the racial barrier to 
admission into the United States in behalf of the stepehild of a citizen 
of the United States. The child would be considered to be a nonquota 
immigrant which is the status normally enjoyed by the alien minm 
children of citizens of the United States. 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill is a 12-year-old native and — of 
Japan whose mother was married on June 27, 1951, to Staff Set 
Henry A. Thomason, a citizen of the United States on Sie. with our 
Armed Forces in Japan. Sergeant Thomason has legally adopted the 
child. Mrs. Thomason is eligible for admission into the United States 
under the provisions of Public Law 717 of the Eighty-first Congress, 
as amended by Public Law 6 of the Eighty-second Congress, which 
authorizes the admission of the alien spouses of citizen servicemen or 
honorably discharged veterans. 

Congressman A. Sidney Camp, the author of the bill, has submitted 
to the chairman of a subcommittee of the Committee on the Judiciary 
of the House of Representatives the following information in support 


of the bill:

My Dear JupGe: Staff Sgt. Henry Allen Thomason, 6124th Base Supply 
Squadron, Ashiya Air Base, now serving in Japan, aged 31, is a native and resident 
of the city of La Grange, Troup County, Ga., in the district I represent in Congress. 
He is a member of a highly respected, pioneer family of his community and is of 
sterling character and reputation. 

On June 27, 1951, at the American consulate building in the city of Fukuoka, 
Japan, in the presence of Thomas W. Ainsworth, vice consul, he was united in 
marriage to one Susa Wakako, aged 37, a subject of Japan. At the time of their 
marriage, Susa Wakako was the mother of a 12-year-old child, Susa Yukiko, 
and the said Staff Sgt. Henry Allen Thomason legally adopted the said child on 
Julv 3, 1951. 

Staff Sergeant Thomason is due to be discharged from the Army in September 
1951, and desires to bring his wife and child home with him. The above-captioned 
bill was introduced so as to permit him to bring the adopted child home with 
them. 

I will appreciate it very much if you can expedite hearings and report on the 
bill, so that we may secure early passage of the same in order to accommodate 
this soldier

Sir: In reply to vour recent inquiry concerning the possibility of taking your 
adopted daughter Sachiko Susa Thomason to the United States, you are informed 
that the present immigration laws of the United States do not provide for the 


immigration to the United States of aliens 50 percent or more of the Japanese 


race, except for certain special categories which would not appear applicable to 
the case of ir adopted daughter. Adoption by an American citizen parent or 
parents does not of itself change the status of an alien child with respect to the 
WMmigration laws 

It therefore appears that your adopted daughter would be admissible to the 
United States for permanent residence only through special authorization by 
the Congress of the United States exempting her from the provisions of the 
present immigration laws with respect to racial eligibility for immigration. 


It mav be mentioned that the report of adoption of Sachiko Susa, dated July 3, 
: you exhibited at this office appears to be in due form under the 
sions of Japanese law.
